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AN ACT in relation to civil procedure.

Be it enacted by the People of the State of |Illinois,

represented in the General Assenbly:

Section 5. The Code of Civil Procedure is anended by

changi ng Sections 2-202 and 9-117 as fol |l ows:

Sec. 2-202. Persons authorized to serve process; Place of
service; Failure to make return.

(a) Process shall be served by a sheriff, or if the
sheriff is disqualified, by a coroner of sonme county of the
State. A sheriff of a county with a population of |ess than
1, 000,000 may enploy civilian personnel to serve process. 1In
counties with a population of |Iess than 1,000,000, process
may be served, w thout special appointnment, by a person who
is licensed or registered as a private detective under the
Private Detective, Private Al arm Private Security, and
Locksmth Act of 1993 or by a registered enployee of a
private detective agency certified under that Act. In

counties wth a population of 1,000,000 or nore, in forcible

entry and detai ner cases only, process nmay be served, w thout

special appointnent, by a person who is li censed or

reqi stered as a private detective under the Private

Detective, Private Alarm Private Security, and Locksnmith Act

of 1993 or by a reqistered enployee of a private detective

agency certified under that Act. A private detective or

i censed enpl oyee nmust supply the sheriff of any county in
which he serves process with a copy of his |license or
certificate; however, the failure of a person to supply the
copy shall not in any way inpair the validity of process
served by the person. The court may, in its discretion upon

nmotion, order service to be made by a private person over 18
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years of age and not a party to the action. It 1is not
necessary that service be made by a sheriff or coroner of the
county in which service is made. If served or sought to be
served by a sheriff or coroner, he or she shall endorse his
or her return thereon, and if by a private person the return
shall be by affidavit.

(a-5) Upon notion and in its discretion, the court may
appoint as a special process server a private detective
agency certified under the Private Detective, Private Al arm
Private Security, and Locksmth Act of 1993. Under the
appoi ntnent, any enpl oyee of the private detective agency who
is registered under that Act nmy serve the process. The
notion and the order of appointnment nust contain the nunber
of the certificate issued to the private detective agency by
the Departnment of Professional Regul ation under the Private
Detective, Private Alarm Private Security, and Locksmth Act
of 1993.

(b) Summons may be served upon the defendants wherever
they may be found in the State, by any person authorized to
serve process. An officer may serve summons in his or her
official capacity outside his or her county, but fees for
m | eage outside the county of the officer cannot be taxed as
costs. The person serving the process in a foreign county may
make return by mail.

(c) If any sheriff, coroner, or other person to whom any
process is delivered, neglects or refuses to make return of
the sane, the plaintiff may petition the court to enter a
rule requiring the sheriff, coroner, or other person, to nmake
return of the process on a day to be fixed by the court, or
to show cause on that day why that person should not be
attached for contenpt of the court. The plaintiff shall then
cause a witten notice of the rule to be served on the
sheriff, coroner, or other person. |If good and sufficient

cause be not shown to excuse the officer or other person, the
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court shall adjudge himor her gquilty of a contenpt, and
shal | i npose punishnent as in other cases of contenpt.

(d) If process is served by a sheriff or coroner, the
court may tax the fee of the sheriff or coroner as costs in
the proceeding. |If process is served by a private person or
entity, the court may establish a fee therefor and tax such
fee as costs in the proceedings.

(e) In addition to the powers stated in Section 8.1la of
t he Housing Authorities Act, in counties with a popul ati on of
3,000,000 or nore inhabitants, menbers of a housing authority
police force may serve process for forcible entry and
det ai ner actions comrenced by that housing authority and may
execute orders of possession for that housing authority.

(f) In counties with a population of 3,000,000 or nore,
process may be served, with special appointnment by the court,
by a private process server or a |aw enforcenent agency ot her
than the county sheriff in proceedings instituted under the
Forcible Entry and Detainer Article of this Code as a result
of a lessor or lessor's assignee declaring a |ease void
pursuant to Section 11 of the Controlled Substance and
Cannabi s Nui sance Act.

Sec. 9-117. Expiration of Judgnent. No judgment for
possession obtained in an action brought under this Article
may be enforced nore than 180 90 days after judgnment 1is
entered, unless upon notion by the plaintiff the court grants
an extension of the period of enforcenment of the judgnent.
Plaintiff's notice of notion shall <contain the follow ng
notice directed to the defendant:

"Your landlord, (insert nane), obtained an eviction

j udgnent agai nst you on (insert date), but the sheriff

did not evict you wthin the 180 90 days that the
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| andl ord has to evict after a judgnent in court. On the
date stated in this notice, your landlord will be asking
the court to allow the sheriff to evict you based on that
judgment. You nmust attend the court hearing if you want
the court to stop the landlord from having you evicted.
To prevent the eviction, you nust be able to prove that
(1) the landlord and you nmade an agreenent after the
judgnment (for instance, to pay up back rent or to conply
with the I|ease) and you have lived up to the agreenent;
or (2) the reason the l|andlord brought the original
eviction case has been resolved or forgiven, and the
eviction the landlord now wants the court to grant 1is
based on a new or different reason; or (3) that you have
anot her | egal or equitable reason why the court should
not grant the landlord s request for your eviction."

The court shall grant the notion for the extension of the
judgnment of possession unless the defendant establishes that
t he tenancy has been reinstated, that the breach upon which
the judgnment was issued has been cured or waived, that the
plaintiff and defendant entered into a post - j udgnent
agreenent whose terns the defendant has perforned, or that
other legal or equitable grounds exist that bar enforcenent
of the judgnent. This Section does not apply to any action
based upon a breach of a contract entered into on or after
July 1, 1962, for the purchase of prem ses in which the court
has entered a stay under Section 9-110; nor shall this
Section apply to any action to which the provisions of
Section 9-111 apply; nor shall this Section affect the rights
of Boards of Managers under Section 9-104. 2.
